HE signature tune of 
“Graphic Art by South 
Californian Artists,“ the en 
hibition opened on June 8 
at the Jerusalem Artiste 
House, is artistic competence 
Every single one of the 
twenty four contributing art- 
ists is well trained and knows 
how to treat a copper plate 
or a Khitnorrapher’s Sone. 
There is not a single print in 
this collection which is not 
cone by an expert craftsman 
aware, of every trick of the 
trade.
